Workmen employ’d on our new Fortifications ana 
to level fom: «minencies, are doubled ; and the In- 
habicancs, as well Ecclefiaiticks as Seculars, are by 
Turns pur to chat Work. By &xpreffs from o- 
naco, Nice, and Anciocs, we have an Account, that 
the Exem;’s Fleet of 22 Men of Warand 
yoo franfport-Ships are at Anchor off Noli be- 
tween Final and Souvona : And though ‘ts rhe cur- 
ren'Report that «his Fleet is to tranfportPorces co the 
Aditance of Kieg Charles in Cataloma, yer we 
are under fome A, prebenfion that the Aiites, under 
the Pretexc of going to Barcelona, may in their 
Paffage make a Delcent on our Coafts, to give an 
Opportunity to the Duke of Savoy to pur in Exe- 
cation fucceisiully che Projets be has form'd. All 
our Country ilnuia are up in Arms, and marching 
rowards the Sca-Side. We have a Garrifon of 8 
Banalions, and above 300 Men are put into our 
Foris.

Paris, Jane 30. The Duke de Noaties Lieute- 
nant-General, having lain encamp’d 18 Days a: Ser- 
via on the Ter in &ght of the Esemy, who a-, 
voided coming co Aion, retit’'d towards Rofes, 
be able to fubfift his Troojs the more commodioufly, 
The Enemy are encam;’d under the Cannon t 
rone, Without making any “Motion ull they knew te 
was march’d clear «ff. He is now encamp’d at Sr, 
Pere Pefcador, were the Army may fubfift commo- 
dioufl: feveral Days. 

From the Paris Gazerte, date’ July 7. 

From the Camp vefore Tortola Juve 15 The 
of this M.nth Don Blas Trincheria a Cataluniio 
and a Brigadier, was order’d wih 450 Men, among 
them igo of the King of Spain’s Life Guards, o 
Open the Paflages for a greacer Detachment. He 
meta Guard of 20 S Idiers with a Licutenant, who 
Yiclded to him as Deferters, and a lice further ano- 
ther Guard of 50 Men with a Caprain and a Liew- 
tenant ; who b.ing ‘furpriz’d yielded without any 
Refiftance, He learnt from them, that there were 
in another Poft 300 Men commanded by M. de Sr. 
Amand a Dutch Collorel : He advanc’d to attack 
them, and {urrounding them, made them all Pri- 
fonersof War. That Day came over 70 Deferters 
more, and others the nex: Day ; who all faid they 
Were not paid, and that fince their Arrival from 
Italy they had receiv'd but one Crown each. The 
fame Day, the Sch, the Count de Befons march'd 
from the Camp with 3 Brigades of Foot and 4 Re- 
Bitments of Dragoons, and encamp’d 2 Leagues for- 
Ward. The oth the Duke of Orleans mounted on 
Horfeback at 2 in the Morning, and joyn'd the 
Count de Befons with fome Troops. The roth 
the reft of the Army march’d from Gineftar un- 
der the Command of M. d’Avaray Licutenant- 
General, except 5 Battallions and fome Squa- 
drons which were lefe at Gineftar and Miravet, 
for the Security of the Navigation of the River. 
The Horfe, the Grenadiers, and the Baggage 
march’d by the fide of the Ebro; the Foot by the 
Hills; the Boats laden with Artillery, Ammunition. 
ind Provifions, or defign’d for making a Bridge, fe! 
Cown the River at the {ame time; and the Regi- 
Tent of Sourches with other Troops march’d on the 
other Side of the Ebro, The-Foot and the Bag- 
ftopp’d at Benifalers but the Horfe, the Gre- 
vadiers, , and the Boats pafs'd on to Tivenis within 
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a League of Tor-ofa. The fame Day bis 
Highnels detach’d the Count de Befons wa 
Squsdrons,to poft bimfell in the Plain between 
and rhe Sean Tae Gariifon and the 
appeai'd on the Mountains by which he was tore'd 
to pals; Bur wirkout amuiing bimtelf charge 
them,a- march’d on to the Ground he was order'd to 
polis. The sith ibe Duke of Ovleans fent him 
12 Baitallion., to cut off the Enemy's Communica- 
tion che Sea and wih Tarragona, abe rft of 
the A:miy arriv'd the fame Day at Tivenis, whence 
the Urke of Orleans went near to and 
took a View of it, on the upper Part with refpe& 
to the Ebro. The Army marching the 12:h, the 
Place was wholly iavetted. The Hurfe were pufted 
near tbe River in the Plains above and below che 
City, and the Foot in the Hit's which are almoft im- 
ptaCticable becaufe of the hollow Ways that 
part them. The Chevalier d’ Hacfelt acriv’d 
at the f.ae time with cight or cen Thoufand 
Men, and invefted the Place on the fide towards 
the Kingdom of Valencia, 30 Horfe advanciag co- 
wards the Mouth of the River, took 4 Barks which 
were coming up towards Tortofa, laden with 3000 
Sacks of vicei and Corn, and the Flethof zbuve so 
Beeves falted Some other Horfs feiz'd fveral Shallops 
laden alfo with Provifions ; and a Party which was fent 
out on the Road to Jerragonz, took 5 or 600 Beeves. 
The Night between che 12th and 13th, the Regiments 
of Auvergne and Orleans attacked the intrench’d Poft 
of the Capuchins, which was carried, and thofe who 
defended it made Prifoners. The Hofpital is fix’d 
there, and ’tis fortified with a Redoubr. the 14th the 
Circumvallation was finifh’d, aud the Communication 
fetlea between all the Quarter-, notwithftanding the 
difficulty of the Ground. A Bridge is made above the 
City, and another that is making below it is in great 
forwardnefs. Befides the Cattle and the Veflels laden 
with Provifions taken from the Enemy, there are in the 
Camp Provifions for 2 Months, at 60000 Rations a Day, 
Barley and Oats for the Horfes, and we expect from 
France 5000 Beeves and fome Droves of Sheep, with 
Corn bought in Arragon forthe French Troops. 30 
Pieces of Cannon for Battery, with Ammunition in 
proportion, are already arrivd. The Garrifon confifts 
of 8 Battallions and 300 Horfe, befides 6500 Burghers 
Miguelets and Peafancrs who have been made to take 
Arms ; and there are in the Place 40 Cannon, which 
fire Day and Night, but without any Effe&, only one 
Soldier being wounded yet. ; 

Pars, Jul, 7 ihey write from Marfeilles, that 
Captain l Aigic, Commander of che Auvanturire 
Frigat of 18 Guns, put to Sea the 14th, and the 
15th defcried 4 Sail, one of which he chec’d and 
took, being a Majorcan Pink laden with Rice, Corn, 
Lead and Iron, for Barcelona. Lofing Sight of the 
others in a M4ift, he flood cowardsthe Coat of Ca- 
talonia to intercept them: in which he fucceeded, 
and came up with them off Barcelona. He took 2 
of them, one being a Pink with the fame Lacing as 
the former: The other was a large Neapo'iran 
Bark,laden with 11 00Barrils of Powder,goooBulers, 
and 19 large Chefts faid tobe full of rich Houfebold 
Furniture, defign’d for the Princefs of Welfembuttel. 
He fent thefe 3 Prizes to Provence, where they are 
arriv’d, that be might go in Chace of other Veffels 
which he had difcover'd ; but he found they were 
French Barks returning from Penifcola, where they 
bad landed Provifions for the Army of the Duke 
ef Orleans. ‘They were part of a Convoy of 80 
Barks which were fent from Languedoc, and which 
being met by the Fleet under Sir John Leake were 
difpers'd : Good Part of them efcap'd back to 
France, others continu’d their Voyage, and fome 

ere taken. 
. Letters from the Camp before Tortofa of the 23 d 
of June, import, that the Duke of Orleans caus'd 
she Trenches to be open'd the Night between the 
aft and 22d, within Piftol-thot of the Place, agai 
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cover the Wo.kmen wica Ga Ons, he causa 4 falfe 
vo be made agsiutt che upper Parc of the 
Town towards tne Boro. Toa: drew thiiber 
moft of cae Garrifon, who made a great Fire, aud 
in tbe Inrerim our had ime tv piace the Ga- 
biens and to fet the ‘ioneers to Wok, The Be- 
ficged foon perceiv'd i: Buc the Workimen 
coverd, only 8 Men were wounded aad 3 ki'l’d, 
one of which was M. de Laba: Ayde Camp io the 
Count de Befons. Lhe Trenches were catry'd on 
224 and the Night following, almoft without Lofs. 
Battery was orgun, and co be fiaifh’d 25:h. 
From the Leiden Courant, dated July 11. - 
Paris, July 6. We flatter our felves that the Duke of 
Orleans will be Mafter of Tortofa by the middie of 
this Month ; if the Enemy who are encampd_ near 
Tarragona, which they have made very ftrong, do not 
arrempt the Relief of the Place, The Duke de Noailles 
having fent a ftrong Detachment from his Army in 
Rouffillon to ferve in Provence, is in no Condition to 
do any Service azainft the Allies in Catalonia. 
From Leiden Gazette, dared 10. 
From the Camp of the Eleétor of Hanover at Mubl- 
berg, July 3. Tne great Rains have to fweill’d the 
Rbine, that we have been oblig’d to defer our De- 
fign of patling it. However, Bread for 8 Days is 
diftribured to our !roops ; which m.kes us con- 
that his Electoral Hignefs iniends to pafs 
the River, imarediarels afier che Arrival of 2 Bridges 
of Boats which we expe from Philtpsourg .a.d 
Heydelbe:g. The Imperial R giments Lobco- 
witzand iéerci are arriv’'d nesr cur Lines. Ab the 
Gienadiers of Swebia are expcGted to jovn us to 
Morrow. The Duke of Wirremberg’s Lroops are 
likewife in fuil March to joyn us ver, fpeedil:. Our 
laft Advices from the lower Alface, are, thar the 
Troops which the Enemy have left there, continue 
in their Lines bevind the Lutcer ; thac the Count 
du Bourg who commands them, will regulate bis 
Motions by ours ; ard that ina few Days he ex- 
pects the Ele@tor of Bavaria, who is returning to 
m from the Mofeile with a fir ng Detachment. 
From the Harlem Couranc, dated July 10 
. Trier, July 3. The Frerch Governour of Fort 
Mariin fent out Parties and Spies on. all 
Hards to get Intelligence of the Motiens of the Ger- 
mars; but we had no Advice till the firft In- 
ftan’, that they broke up from Gunrerhaufen the 
28th paft,and pafs’d the Mofelle at Alchen to march 
for Brabant. Affoon as the Elector of Bovaria bad 
an Account of it, he difpacch’d a Courier by the 
Way of Nancy for Paris, to acquaint the King with 
Prince Eugene’s fudden March ; and the Body of 
Troces under the Marquis de St. Fremont broke up 
the Inftant from Burquenon, and pafsd the 
Mofelie a: Reinig to follow and obferve the Ger- 
mans: But the Elector of Bavaria continuc$ ftill at 
Bhiefcattel. 
From the Leiden Courant, dated July 11. 
Beuffils, July 9. The Inftant in che Morning 
140: 15000 Men detach’d from the Army of the 
Doke of Bergundy, m-rch’d under the Command 
of ‘te d’Artagnan the Marquis de Grimaldi 
and the Baron de Capre: : Ac Noon they pafs’d be- 
tween Halle and Tubif ; and Parc of them took 
Pofl-ffion of Aloft, and broke down all the Bridges 
onthe Dender. At 3 in be Afternoon, the French 
Army lefc the Camp of Braine Ja leu, and match- 
ing all Nigh: came in the Morning to Ninove, in 
the Abbeys of which Place the Princes din’d the 5th. 
After which their Army pafs'd the Dender; the 
Princes took up their Quarters in Aloft, and the Duke 
of Vendome bisin the Caftle of Lede. Upon In- 
tel'ligence of this March, the Amy of the Allies 
broke up the 5rh at Da.-break from Terbanck, and 
march’d in feveral Columns: Ore Wing pafs'd 
through this City, and encamp’d at Anderlecht : 
hence a Detachment was fenr to fall upon the Ene- 
my’s Rear; and thac Detachment took fome Baggage. 
In the Evening came Advice, that a Party under the 
Count d’ Artagnan advancing toward Ghent, fomé 
of bis Soldiers difguis’d in the Habits of Boors, and 
driving Cartle before them, as if they were flying 
from the Enemy, were admitted into rhe Gate.whick 
they ficz'd and let in the teft, who took poffeffion

Confer; accordingly bis Body being reinforc’d to 
12 Or 13000 ‘den, marcht the 4th from Turahay 
with 10 or 12 Pieces of Cannon, and the nex: Da 
came before Bruges and fammon'd it,the Magiftrares 
kept the Gates faft and trea‘ed wi b the Count, who 
was admitted inro the Town the 6b at tr in 
the Morning, and afterwards invefted Damme. The 
6th in the Morning the Duke of Marlborough march’'d: 
from Anderlecht to Affehe, and fent M. Chanclos ‘to 
Oudenserde of which he is Governour. Bur whether: 
he got in or not we.cannot yet tell, it being reported, 
that the Enemy “have invefted it. However, the 
Garrifon of that Place and Menin have been reinfore’d 
by the Garrifon of Courtray which is abandon’d. The 
fame Day about tr a’ Clock, Prince Eugene pafs'd 
through this City, with Major General Kadogan and 
fom: Huffars, to confer with the Duke of Marlborough 
at- Affche; and in the Evening at 5 a Clock he came 
hither to fee his Mother the Countefs of Soiffons, made 
a Vifit to the Dutchefs Dowager of Arerberg, was af- 
terwards at the Opera; and din’d Y fterday with the 
Earl of Alb-marl-, bur the Duke of Marlborough be. 
ing indifpos’d was nor there. his Evening or to Mor. 
row Morning his Horfe, in Number gooo, wil! joyn 
our Army: and then ’ris fuppos’d ‘ewill advance a. 
gainft the Enemy. The Baggage of the Army was 
¥cfterd:y fence back over our Canal to Mechlen, and 
Roads are making as if the March would be towards 
Aech. "Tis faid the Enemy have d:awn out all their 
Garrifons in. Flanders. In 3 or 4 Days Prince Eugene’s 
Foor, in Number 24000, are expefted in our Army. 
P. S. This Morning at 3 a Clock, our Vrmy march’d 
towards Herfelingen and Engien, in order, ’tis faid, to 
pafs the Dender at Aeth.
